The reply to Restriction requirement filed 6-17-02 (Paper No. 14) is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office action (restriction) mailed 5/20/02 (Paper No. 13) 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s):applicant did not elect a group of 
claims set forth in said restriction. 

Applicants state that the examiner required an election of one of two species: 
I. An IL-B30 subunit(SeQ ID NO:2 or 4); or 
II A P40 subunit (murine or mouse). 

However the examiner notes that said restriction requirement states and, not or. 

Applicants state that they pointed out in a telephine interview on 6-4-02 that the 
election of one of the above species is not consistent with claims 51-62 becasue the 
claims recite an antigenic epitope dependent on the presence of both polypeptides, ie 
IL-B30 and p40. However, the examiner points out that the restriction requirement is 
not between the two polypeptides of IL-B30 and p40. The species requirement is to 
elect one species of ILB30, such as either SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ ID NO:4, and to also 
elect one species of mammalian p40 such as one derived from mouse or human. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given a 
TIME PERIOD of ONE EXTENDABLE MONTH, from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
